Peres: Soviets still

WASHINGTON (UPI). — The U.S. 
has requested landing rights at an 
airfield in Oman, at the head of the 
Persian Guif, the Defence Déepart- 
ment said yesterday. 

A Pen Spokesman said that 
the U.S. was not seeking a hase 
there, but merely permission to land 
and refuel aircraft. 

Although Pentagon officials played 
down the significance of the request, 
it was expected to arouse renewed 
concern about possible American 
military involvement in the oil-pro- 
ducing areas of the Middle East. 

The airfield is part of a British 


staging and refuelling poimt on the 
island of Masirah, not far from the 
straits of Homuz, a narrow neck of 
water through which all the tanker- 
born oi] from Iran. Irag, Kuwait, 
Saudi Arabia, Bahrem, Qatar, the 
United Arab Emirates and Omaz

did say that some arms were indeed 
being supplied. 

Sources here said yesterday that 
the arms were beginning to arrive 
in Egypt only within the Jast few 
days. The same sources had denied 
a@ report a fortnight ago by syndi- 
cated columnists Rowland Evana and 
Robert Novak thet Egypt had work- 
ed out a secret arms deal with the 
Soviet Union late last year.

Administration, faced with Soviet 
repudiation of a 1972 trade agree- 
ment, ‘is not yet ready to make 
any specific ‘recommendations to 
Congress. 

Kissinger pledged specifically to 
consult the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee before embarking on new 
approaches to the Soviet Union on 
trade. He said he believes that the 
development of 2 new approach “will 
need some time.” 

The Secretary of State spoke to 
newsmen after a three-hour, closed- 
door meeting with the Foreign Rela- 
Hons Committee on what its new 
chairman, Senator John Sparkman, 
Dem.-Alabama, described as “the 
global picture.” 

Responding to other questions, 
Kissinger said he expects to return 
to the Middle East in the next few 
weeks, but the date has not been 
set.

Lasers could turn sea water 
into energy ‘by year 2000’

“T¥ MAN COULD SOLVE the laser 
fusion problem he'd resolve - the 
world’s energy crisis forever,” Dr. 
Ray Kidder of the famous Law- 
rence Livermore Laboratory recently 
told The Jerusalem Post. 

Dr. Kidder, assistant to Dr. Ed- 
ward Teller, the father of the hydro- 
gen bomb, elaborated on his hypo- 
thesis: “If the deuterium (heavy 
isotope of hydrogen,. nucleuz of 
the atom) in one gallon of sea 
water- could be made to fuse,it 
would provide as much energy as 
300 gallons of petrol The oppor 
tunities are limitless.”

Flat purchase law 
goes into effect 
next month 


A law to protect the interests of 
flat purchasers goes into effect on 
February 2, the Housing Ministry 
spokesman said yesterday. 

He said the law, adopted by the 
Knesset several months ago, for- 
bids contractors from receiving down 
payments exceeding 15 per cent of 
the price of a flat unless additional 
sums are guaranteed in one of se- 
veral ways (such as insurance poli-~ 
cies) against the contractor going 
bankrupt or simply disappearing 
with the buyer's money. 

‘The law also requires contractors 
to post guarantees against down 
payments they receive, (The Fede- 
ration of Contractors and Builders 
last December announced the form- 
ation of its own insurance comi- 
pany that will issue policies to cover 
the buyer’s financial losses in case 
of default.)

Total spending on advertising 
amounted to IL27im..in 1974, a 42 
per cent rise over the previous 
year. However, the advance in costs 
‘was more than that, while the real 
volume of publicity declined. News- 
paper tariffs — which account for 
two-thirds of the aggregate adver- 
tisement spending — rose by an 
average of 70 per cent, while the 
of advertisements published 
decreased by almost 16 per cent. 
The decline was most pronounced 

advertisements of building ven- 

(60 per cent fewer inches 
in 1973), household goods (26 
cent less), and clothing (20 per 
cent less). A full 25 per cent of the 
dailies’ advertising income came 


τ 6% less advertising in 
1974 due to hard times 


from "vacancies" ads, which are 
also declining now, as the labour 
shortage is less keenly felt. - 

In newspaper advertising, there is 
a marked trend towards concentrat- 
ing on a few selected dailies. The 
two evening papers have been least 
affected by cuts in publicity budgets 
while the smaller morning papers 
had their advertisement space cut 
dramatically. In terms of money, 
advertising in the two evening 
papers increased more than 50 per 
cent, in “Ha'aretz” 40 per cent, in 
The Jerusalem Post 23 per cent, and 
in all other dailies 11 per cent. 

Newspapers accounted for 65 per 
cent of the total amount spent on 
advertising last year (slightly 
more than in 1973, and much more 
than in most other countries), week- 
Nes for three per cent, and broad- 
casting for about seven per cent 
sartiaing the rest went to street ad- 
vertising, window display, and pam- 
Phlets and direct posting. Graphic 
and administrative costs accounted 
for about four per cent of total 
spending,

CABINET CRISIS AVERTED 
Lisbon Communists win 
fight for single union. 


LISBON (UPI). — The coalition 
cabinet met yesterday to discuss 
details of .a Communist-sponsored 
labour law that at one point threat- 
ened to topple the Portuguese gov- 
ernment. 

The ministers approved the pro- 
‘posal for a single labour union in 
principle on Monday night, despite 
the opposition of the two non-Com- 
munist civilian parties represented 
in the government. 

The draft law. has been heavily 
pushed by the Portuguese Commun- 
ist Party (PCP), whose followers 
have virtually taken control of the 
unions since the April 25 coup. 

The Portuguese Socialist Party 
(PSP) and the left-of-centre Portu- 
guese Democratic Party (PPD) ini- 
tially threatened to resign from the 
cabinet over the issue, but stopped 
short of taking this step when the 
measure won majority approval in 
principle in a cabinet vote. 

The three PSP and PPD ministers 
said they all voted against the pro- 
posal, but would abide by majority 
rule to preserve governmental unity.

Jerusalem Poal Cyrrezpondent 
PARIS. — King Hussein of Jordan 
said.in an interview published here 
Monday: “I will be the first per- 
son to recognise the provisional 
government in exile which Mr. Yas. 
ser Arafat might be led to set up.” 

The Jordan monarch told “Le 
Monde" Middle Hast editor, ric 
Rouleau, in Amman: “I unreserv- 
ediy support the Palestinian Libe- 
ration Organization as the sole and 
legitimate representative of the 
Palestinian people. I will support 
it with sil my to enable 
it to obtain the right to establish 
an independent national entity.” 

Asked how he would act if the 
Arab governments urged him to 885- 
sume the role of the PLO, the king. 
replied: “I hope we do not reach 
this stage. But if auch a request 
were addressed to me, I would not 
fafl to give it consideration.” 

Hussein denounced what he called 
Israel's “uncompromising attitude” 
and said a genuine peace between 
Israel and the Arabs would be pos- 
sible if the Israelis restored their 
1967 conquests. 

Asked whether he would accept 
a separate peace between Israel and 
Egypt, the Jordanian ruler said: 
“Every Arab Head of State has 
the right to act individually and to 
choose the means which will enable 
him to recover every piece of ter- 
ritory occupied by Israel. I shall 
never be an obstacle to any step 
which could bring us closer to a 
just and lasting peace.” 


Heykal: U.S. seeks
